His office was not declared 
vacant yesterday, nor even was the 
request of the county board that he 
resign pressed, but. on the other 
hand, the supervisors passed a re­ 
solution exonerating 
the 
superin­ 
tendent from all of 
the 
charges 
brought against 
him, commending 
him for his conduct, declaring that 
his altercation with Ex-overseer John 
Johnson of the county farm was jus­ 
tified by circumstances leading up 
to it, and finally advising Hauser to 
resign, on account of the late un­ 
pleasantness. 
John E. Hauser, however, did not 
resign, and as a result there is now 
no way in which those opposed to his 
incumbency 
can get 
him removed. 
Toward the close of the meeting yes­ 
terday, when it became evident that 
the superintendent had no idea of 
presenting his resignation, half a 
dozen of the county board approached 
the district attorney and asked him 
what procedure should be taken to 
remove the official. District Attor­ 
ney James Thompson could give them 
no satisfaction. 
He explained to the 
supervisors that the county board had 
at. yesterday afternoon's session, de­ 
clared Mr. Houser guiltless as far as 
the charges brought against him were 
concerned, and that a county official 
cannot be removed by the board with­ 
out cause. 
Mr. Hauser is now a re­ 
gular county official in good stand­ 
ing, the “cause” having been remov­ 
ed. 
Opponent* Must W ait 
Tn case the supervisors who nre 
opposed to Mr. Hauser remaining in 
office now wish to oust him, they 
will either have to wait until the 
March meeting of the board and at 
that 
time 
prefer 
new 
charges 
against him, or they can call a spe­ 
cial meeting of the board before that 
time and bring new charges, but the 
superintendent must have thirty days 
notice before he can he put out of 
office, and if new charges are made 
he will doubtless ask that the charg­ 
es be investigated in the same way 
as those from which he was exoner­ 
ated yesterday. 
The investigation of John Hauser’s 
conduct in office, which ended In a 
complete vindication of that official 
cost the county about five hundred 
dollars. 
A committtee composed cf 
of the county board committee on 
poor and insane was in session for 
about a week in September and took 
a great deal of evidence which wa* 
transcribed by an expert court re­ 
porter. 
The outcome of the investi­ 
gation was that the La Crosse county 
board spent several days over the 
case at its November meeting, with 
the result that the board requested 
Mr. Hauser to resign by December 31.

Yesterday the matter 
was again 
brought before the board by Chair­ 
man R. W. Davis, who announced 
that Mr. Hauser, through his attor­ 
neys had filed affidavits with him 
against former overseer 
John C.
